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Hearing held on Facebook issue

INEZ — Two jurors involved in 
the trial of Ross Brandon Sluss, who 
was convicted in the 2010 head-on 
collision that killed 10-year-old 
Destiny Brewer and injured three 
others, were questioned at an evi- 
dentiary hearing Tuesday in Martin 



Circuit Court, along with one of the 
juror’s husbands. 

The Kentucky Supreme Court 
ordered the hearing in September to 
determine whether two jurors 
answered questions truthfully con- 
cerning Facebook issues. 

A hearing was held last month 
before Circuit Judge John David 
Preston to determine a date and 



what actions needed to be taken by 
attorneys prior to the jurors’ testi- 
mony being heard. The judge deter- 
mined that subpoenas be issued for 
the jury members in question as well 
as a production order for the com- 
pany to obtain all its Facebook com- 
munications concerning the jurors, 
both public and private. 

The first juror testified that she 



had not been friends with the vic- 
tim’s mother, April Brewer, prior to 
or during the trial. She said that she 
didn’t remember the exact date, but 
that she had sent Brewer a friend 
request approximately two months 
after the trial and that there had been 
no further communication.

Sentencing 
delayed 
again for 
ex- doctor

PIKEVILLE — A judge has again 
delayed sentencing for a former 
Paintsville doctor who pleaded guilty 
last year to a federal drug charge. 

U.S. District Judge Amul R. 
Thapar last week granted a prosecu- 
tion motion to continue Dr. Richard 
Albert’s sentencing, which had been 
scheduled for today (Wednesday). 

Assistant U.S. Attorney Roger W. 
West filed a motion Nov. 7 asking for 
the delay, which is the third one in the 
case. Albert’s initial sentencing was 
set for April but continued indefinitely 
pending a mental examination. It was 
later scheduled for August, but Thapar 
changed the date to Nov. 14 on West’s 
request. 

Like he did previously, West said 
in last week’s motion that Albert “con- 
tinues in his efforts to comply with the 
Sealed Supplement to his Plea Agree- 
ment.” 

“Those efforts have been success- 
ful and ongoing, but are not yet com- 
plete,” the motion said. “The parties 
respectfully suggest that an additional 
one hundred and twenty (120) days 
should ensure nearly full compliance,” 
West’s motion said. 

Thapar rescheduled Albert’s sen- 
tencing for Feb. 20, 2013. 

Albert was indicted on federal 
charges in July 2011 and initially 
pleaded not guilty. The indictment 
alleged that the doctor conspired to 
illegally distribute and dispense con- 
trolled substances from Jan. 1, 2008,

10 indictments handed down 
by Lawrence Co. Grand J ury

LOUISA — A Lawrence County Grand Jury issued 10 
indictments last week, with charges ranging from receiv- 
ing stolen property to burglary to public assistance fraud. 

Named in the true bills are: 

• Brenda Kay Booth Brown, 62, of Paintsville, and 
Roger “R.B.” Kirk, 65, of Catlettsburg, charged with 
receiving stolen property over $ 10,000/complicity and 
second-degree criminal possession of a forged instru- 
ment/complicity. 

According to the indictment, on or before Oct. 24, 
2011, Brown, acting alone or in complicity with Kirk, 



allegedly knowingly and unlawfully took $39,654.04 
from James A. Brown by fraudulently cashing a U.S. 
Treasury check made out to James A. Brown, and Brenda 
Kay Booth Brown and Kirk were in possession of a 
forged U.S. Treasury check made to James A. Brown with 
the intent to defraud. 

• Gary Gamble Jr., 34, of Inez, charged with two 
counts of third-degree burglary/complicity, possession of 
burglary tools/complicity and first-degree persistent felo- 
ny offender. 

According to the indictment, on or about Aug. 30, 
Gamble, acting alone or in complicity with Kevin Music,

According to a press release issued 
by the Kentucky State Police at Post 9 
in Pikeville, Salisbury was eastbound 
on U.S. 460 in the Barnett’s Creek 
community of Johnson County when 
he lost control of his vehicle, crossed 
the westbound lane and struck a rock 
wall. 

Salisbury was not wearing a seat- 
belt at the time of the crash, the 
release said. 

The collision remains under inves- 
tigation by KSP Trooper Dustin 
Thompson.

Three arrested on meth charges

PAINTSVILLE - Three people 
were arrested Saturday night in Paints- 
ville on charges of manufacturing 
methamphetamine. 

Terry Burchett, 37, of Stambaugh, 
Brittany Goble, 27, of Paintsville, and 
Lucas Moore, 26, of Keeton, are 
charged with first-degree manufactur- 
ing methamphetamine, unlawful pos- 



session of a meth precursor and drug 
paraphernalia buy, or possess. 

Kentucky State Police responded to 
a complaint of a possible meth lab at 
Pine View Trailer Court in Paintsville 
Saturday night, and the caller report- 
edly said a child or children were at 
the location. 

Officers from the KSP, the Johnson 
County Sheriff’s Office and the Paints- 
ville Police Department responded. 

Upon their arrival, they were able 
to determine that children were not at 



the location but that they may have 
been there earlier, authorities said. 

The officers recovered a one- step 
meth lab or a “shake-and-bake” meth 
lab, with part of it located in a back 
bedroom and the other part located 
inside the kitchen, authorities said. 

The Paintsville Fire Department 
decontaminated Burchett, Goble and 
Moore on the scene before they were 
transported to Paul B. Hall Regional

Sluss’ attorney, Jerry Pat- 
ton, questioned the juror as to 
whether she was familiar with 
Destiny’s Law and Destiny’s 
Hope. 

The juror testified that she 
is familiar with it now, but that 
she had not been prior to or 
during the trial. 

Assistant Commonwealth’s 
Attorney Tony Skeans asked 
that Patton be clear, explaining 
that there are two separate sites 
he is referencing — one a Face- 
book page and other a Web 
page. 

Patton asked the juror about 
being questioned during voir 
dire and to explain what she 
meant when she said she had 
seen “a set up” when asked 
about whether she had seen 
anything on Facebook about 
the case or people involved. 

“I saw stuff set up on the 
side of the road,” the juror said. 

The victim’s family set up a 
display beside the road in the 
area where the 10-year-old was 
killed. 

The juror explained that she 
and her husband shared a Face- 
book page at that time and that 
she didn’t recall visiting Des- 
tiny’s Law or Destiny’s Hope. 

“Do you deny that you con- 
tacted that site on July 13, 
2010?” Patton asked. 

“I don’t recall,” she said. 
“It’s a Facebook that we shared 
together. I have no recollection 
of information on there. You 
can like many different pages 
without going to the actual site. 
If it is something your friends 
like, you might click on the 
like button too, but you don’t 
have to actually go to the site.” 

The juror said that since she 
had sent Brewer the friend 
request, there had been no fur- 
ther communication between 
them. 

Skeans asked the juror how 
many Facebook friends she 
had, and she said 1,000. He 
then asked whether she knew 
all her Facebook friends, and 
she said no. 

“Why would you friend 
someone you don’t know?” 
Skeans asked. 

“I have no logical explana- 
tion,” the juror said. 

The juror told Skeans that 
she may spend approximately 
30 minutes a day on Facebook, 
that she didn’t play games on 
the site and that she primarily 
used it for sharing pictures, to 
find out if there is school and 
for community-type stuff. 

The juror also said that she 
and her husband now have 
separate Facebook accounts. 
She also said that anyone with 
the log-on information and 
password could go onto her 
account. 

“The day I walked in to be 
selected as a juror, I didn’t 
know Brandon Sluss or April 
Brewer, nor any of their fami- 
ly,” the juror said. 

The juror’s husband, 
although not subpoenaed, was 
put on the witness stand. 

He was not aware that he 
was going to be asked to testify 
and was kept separate of his 
wife during her testimony. 

The husband testified that 
he and his wife previously 
shared a Facebook page, and 
he didn’t remember contacting 
April Brewer. 

“I don’t even know her,” 



the husband said. 

The second female juror 
testified that she doesn’t know 
April Brewer and that she 
didn’t think she had a Face- 
book account, but that she does 
and that she found out about it 
when she spoke with Skeans 
“this morning.” 

The juror explained that she 
has children and grandchildren 
who use her computer and that 
they must have set up an 
account with her name on it. 

Patton asked her to explain 
why they would use her name 
on the account. 

The juror explained that 
they probably used her name 
because they get on there and 
purchase games with her cred- 
it card. 

The juror said that she got 
on the Internet and typed in 
the search engine to try and 
find out how to “can peppers,” 
but that she didn’t know if it 
was Facebook or not. 

The juror denied ever hav- 
ing asked to be friends with 
Brewer and said she didn’t 
know whether she is a Face- 
book friend of hers or not. 

“Listen, I hardly ever do 
anything. I read,” the juror 
said. “Check the library how 
many books I’ve checked out. 
I’m not a computer person.” 

The juror said she would 
provide them with her account 
information and that they 
could get on there and check 
anything they wanted to. 

“My husband can’t read, 
and so I go on there and find 
him games, like Iwin. It’s on 
the side of the page,” the juror 
said. “I didn’t know I actually 
had a Facebook account until 
Skeans told me. I’m not a 
computer person, I’m a book 
person. I’ve had that computer 
for about seven years. I bought 



it because my children needed 
a computer for school and it 
was more than likely that it 
was one of my daughters. If 
somebody sends me pictures 
on there, I have to get one of 
my daughters to come and 
help me so I can look at the 
pictures.” 

Judge Preston said he had 
received the requested com- 
munications from Facebook 
Monday at 9:57 p.m. and that 
he had not had a chance to 
review them prior to Tues- 
day’s hearing. 

Preston said he would 
issue an order to make it part 
of the record and that he 
would forward it to Skeans 
and Patton, after which they 
could determine whether fur- 
ther action was needed 
through a telephone confer- 
ence. 

The first juror was told that 
she may be needed for addi- 
tional testimony and was 
asked by Preston to write 
down a phone number through 
which she could be contacted 
should it be necessary. 

The Supreme Court issued 
an opinion Sept. 20 ordering 
that a hearing be scheduled in 
Martin Circuit Court within 
60 days to determine whether 
the two jurors answered ques- 
tions truthfully during voir 
dire. Sluss had filed an appeal 
of his conviction in which he 
raised 16 issues. 

The court concluded that 
the trial court erred in not giv- 
ing full consideration to Sluss’ 
claim of juror misconduct, 
“which is founded on a ques- 
tion of first impression alleg- 
ing that jurors may have lied 
during voir dire and juror bias 
through the use of social 
media websites, namely Face- 
book.” 



“The case is therefore 
remanded to Martin Circuit 
Court to hold a hearing on 
whether the jurors answered 
voir dire questions truthfully, 
and, if not, the extent of expo- 
sure the jurors had to the 
Facebook account of the vic- 
tim’s mother, and whether that 
exposure, if any, tainted the 
jurors to such extent that it 
was a miscarriage of justice to 
allow them to participate as 
jurors in Sluss’s trial,” the 
opinion said.

to Feb. 16, 2011, when Albert’s 
office was raided. 

The indictment also includ- 
ed a forfeiture allegation that 
Albert “used and intended to 
use” $539,682.95 to “commit 
and to facilitate the commis- 
sion of the said controlled sub- 
stance violations.” The money 
“constitutes proceeds obtained 
directly and indirectly as a 
result of the commission” of 
the violations, the indictment 
said. 

Albert pleaded guilty in 
December 2011 as part of a 
plea agreement and has since 
surrendered his medical 
license. His initial sentencing 
was set for April but was con- 
tinued indefinitely pending a 
mental examination. 

Albert apologized for his 
actions in a letter to the judge 
in June in which he asked for 
leniency. Albert said in the let- 
ter that greed “got the best of 
me.”

School official 
discusses project

INEZ — The Inez City Com- 
mission held its first meeting at 
the new scheduled regular time 
of 9 a.m. Thursday with Tim 
Preece acting in his capacity as 
mayor pro tern. 

Mayor Terry Fraley and 
Commissioner Chris Maynard 
were out of town and did not 
attend the meeting. 

During the meeting, Martin 
County School District repre- 
sentative Paul Baker talked to 
the commission about the safe- 
routes-to-school project he has 
been working on that would pro- 
vide children at Inez Middle 
School with a safe path on which 
they could walk to school. 

Baker explained that the 
school district is seeking grant 
money to fund the project and 
that it would work in conjunc- 
tion with another proposed proj- 
ect to provide a bicycle trail/ 
walking trail also currently 
underway and which would 
intersect with each other. 

Baker also brought a map to 
show the commission the pro- 
posed area that would be used 
for the school project, explain- 
ing that a boulder was blocking 
a section of the proposed area 
and that it is crucial it be moved 
in order to obtain the grant. 

Baker said the county is 
planning to move the boulder 
and pave the area. 

City Clerk Candy Crum said 
she had spoken with employees 
at the county garage to find out 
about the property and discov- 
ered that it has a county road 



number, 1094. 

“The county is going to come 
in and make it a six-foot walking 
path, which would allow bicycle 
and foot traffic and no motor- 
ized vehicles,” Baker said. 

“I think the boulder was put 
there because they were worried 
that four-wheelers were going to 
come through there and there 
was an issue with horses,” Pre- 
ece said. “It wouldn’t be so bad 
if the owners were cleaning up 
after them, but they aren’t, and 
the people walking up the trail 
run into that, so it is a problem.” 

Crum said she will draft a 
resolution showing the city’s 
support of the project for the 
next regular meeting in Decem- 
ber, and in it she would be sure 
to include the fact that the road 
is in fact owned by the county 
and has a county road number. 

Crum also asked Baker to 
consider handicap parking in the 
plans, around the area of the ball 
fields, and as an example said 
her husband is disabled and 
unable to walk a great distance 
but isn’t confined to a wheel- 
chair. 

“I don’t know that he will 
ever attend a game, but you have 
to consider there are other 
grandparents who might want to 
attend but just can’t walk that 
far,” Crum said. “Is that some- 
thing you could consider?” 

Baker said he has been work- 
ing with the Big Sandy Area 
Development District and that 
he would inquire whether he 
could include that in his grant 
request. 

Big Sandy ADD representa- 
tive Denise Thomas was present 
at the meeting and explained to 



Baker that he would be able to 
include the request. 

“I think this is a great proj- 
ect, and I think we have a very 
good chance of being successful 
on obtaining the grant since its 
been such a long time since 
Eastern Kentucky has been a 
recipient,” Baker said. “We have 
a high need in this area and with 
our rates of obesity, it’s impor- 
tant.” 

In other business, Preece pre- 
sented the commission with a 
report showing the work that has 
been done in the street depart- 
ment. 

Crum said in her report to the 
commission that newly elected 
commissioners must be sworn in 
prior to January and that they 
also need to set a date for the 
city’s Christmas dinner. 

Crum mentioned that there 
are two separate opportunities 
for the commissioners to obtain 
training, one being at the Rama- 
da in Paintsville, which is free 
and sponsored by the Kentucky 
League of Cities, and another 
that is out of town and will be 
held on Jan. 16-18 and costs 
$129 per person, aside from the 
cost of the room. 

Crum asked the commission 
whether Dec. 14 would be 
acceptable as the date for the 
Christmas dinner, and Preece 
and Commissioner Floyd Jude 
agreed that it would be fine. 

“I have a ballgame nearly 
every day in December and Jan- 
uary, so I will have to check my 
calendar,” Commissioner Ron- 
nie Hickman said. “I’m booked 
solid, so I will just have to check 
my calendar.” 



Earthquake felt 
in local counties

An earthquake centered in 
Kentucky was felt Saturday by 
residents in Lawrence, Johnson, 
Floyd, Martin and other coun- 
ties in Eastern Kentucky, 
although no major damage was 
reported. 

The epicenter of the 4.3 
magnitude earthquake was 
about 10 miles west of Whites- 
burg in Letcher County near the 
Virginia line, according to the 



U.S. Geological Survey USGS. 
Residents in Kentucky and Vir- 
ginia, as well as in West Vir- 
ginia, Tennessee, North Caroli- 
na, South Carolina, Indiana, 
Ohio and Georgia reportedly 
felt the quake, which lasted 
about 15 seconds. 

The quake was considered 
“light,” according to the USGS. 

In August 2011, a 5.8 mag- 
nitude earthquake that hit Vir- 
ginia was felt in several Eastern 
Kentucky counties, with several 



residences and businesses expe- 
riencing damage. 

According to information 
posted by the U.S. Geological 
Survey, the 5.8 magnitude 
quake was from a depth of 
approximately 3.7 miles, occur- 
ring approximately five miles 
from Mineral, Va., but was felt 
all along the east coast, as far 
away as Washington D.C., New 
York, Connecticut, Massachu- 
setts, North Carolina, Georgia, 
West Virginia, Ohio and Ken- 
tucky.

According to the indictment, 
on or about Dec. 15, 2011, Roop 
allegedly knowingly and unlaw- 
fully entered an outbuilding 
owned by Brenda Roop of Loui- 
sa with the intent to commit the 
crime of theft and by unlawfully 
taking a General brand generator 
owned by Brenda Roop of Loui- 
sa with a value exceeding $500. 

Editor's note: An indictment 
is not an indication of guilt but a 
determination by the grand jury 
that criminal charges warrant 
further judicial review.

Many people indulge in 
too many sweets during the 
holidays, which is bad for 
the waistline. And some peo- 
ple put too many gifts on 
their credit cards, which is 
bad for the bottom line. 

I can’t help you resist the 
sweets, but I can help you 
make extra money. Thanks 
to the Internet and smart- 
phones, there are some inter- 
esting new ways to earn 
extra spending money for 
holiday gifts. 

Tens of thousands of peo- 
ple pick up pocket money 
every day by performing 
quick field work tasks for 
companies. 

Many businesses - big 
and small - post micro-proj- 
ects through a free iPhone 
app called Gigwalk (an 
Android version is in the 
works). 

A national retailer or res- 
taurant chain, for example, 
might need someone in your 
town to mystery shop or dine 
at a local outlet and evaluate 
the experience. An automak- 
er may need to know what a 
new parking garage in your 
town charges so the data can 
be added to in-car navigation 
systems. 

It’s important for compa- 
nies to get these micro-jobs 
done, but it makes no finan- 
cial sense to assign them to 
full- or part-time employees 

Many Gigwalk jobs 
involve photographing busi- 
nesses or product displays in 
stores. It’s how Microsoft is 
gathering the thousands of 
panoramic photos it needs 
for its Bing search engine. 

You don’t necessarily 
need to invest in expensive 
camera gear - the iPhone’s 
camera is good enough for 
most vendors. A few jobs 
might require DSLR-quality 
photos. 

Once registered with 
Gigwalk, you’re notified of 
tasks that come up in your 
city. You compete with other 
Gigwalkers and “apply” for 
gigs with a 140- character 
message. 

As a newbie, you’ll make 
$10 or less for many tasks. 
But as your reputation and 
positive feedback snowballs, 
you’re shown increasingly 
lucrative jobs of $50 or 
more. The money can really 
add up if you tackle several 
tasks a day. 

Some companies invite 
experienced and reliable 
Gigwalkers to private teams, 
which is sort of like becom- 
ing a regular freelancer. 

TaskRabbit is another 
popular micro-job platform. 
Currently serving a dozen 
major cities in the U.S., 
TaskRabbit started out as a 
safe way for homeowners to 
get help with odd jobs like 
house cleaning, pet sitting 
and assembling Ikea furni- 
ture. 

TaskRabbits must pass a 
screening process that 
includes a video interview 
and a thorough background 
check. Many TaskRabbits 
are college students, retirees 
and moms. 

A lot of businesses own- 
ers have discovered that 
TaskRabbit is also a great 
way to find on-demand vir- 
tual assistants, event staff 
and delivery drivers. Bakery 
shops and other boutique 
retailers often need extra 
help to handle holiday 
orders. But they don’t have 
the time or resources to find 
qualified temporary workers. 

Are you the kind of per- 
son whose friends always 
ask you about fashion and 
shopping advice? 

Turn your sense of style 
into spending money by 
using social media to drive 
traffic to online retailers. 

For years, bloggers have 
been receiving rewards from 
marketers for favorably 
mentioning new products to 
readers. The model is being 
extended to posters on Pin- 
terest, Facebook, Twitter and 
other social networks.
